•exhaustive vomiting and the

The operation which 


was performed was for cere- 
bral pressure, :not for fracture 
of the skull. There-may be a 
basal fracture, but that has not 
yet been determined. The pa- 
tient is resting well and there is 
hope for his recovery."

The death of Chief Justice Siebecker brings 


a sense of personal loss to the members of the 
Wisconsin bar, for they knew his unfailing 
courtesy and kindness to those who appeared 
before tihe court, his industry,- and his deep 
sense t)f the obligations, of -his position. 
The 


qualities that inspired confidence in him as a 
judge, made his friendship an.d support an in- 
spiration to his friends. His broad human 
sympathies were tempered by strong common 
sense. His quiet and constant activities in the 
spiritual and social life of the community in 
which he lived will ,be sorely missed. For 
nineteen years he labored with painstaking de- 
votion as a justice of the Supreme Court. He 
was not an innovator. He believed in his coun- 
try and his country's institutions,- His hope 
for social regeneration was through individual 
spiritual growth, rather than through legisla- 
tion, though he earnestly supported legislation 
that stressed: the social responsibility of the 
citizen. Like his distinguished predecessor' in 
the chief justiceship, he devoted all but ten 
years of his long professional life to judicial 
duties. A circuit, judge at thirty-eight, and a 
supreme judge at forty-nine, he^ demonstrated 
the wisdom of elevating men to judicial posi- 
tion -when comparatively young. He did not 
practice at the bar long enough to become an 
intense partisan. Ho was essentially .the judi- 
cial temperament., able to see and weigh, oppos- 
ing contentions.

UNEMPLOYMENT SITUATION IS IMPROV- 


ED, SAYS ENGINEERING COUNCIL,.RE- 
PORT. 
Less unemployment nationally among engi- 


neers; evidencing improved business conditions, 
was reported recently by the American Engi- 
neering Council of the Federated American En- 
gineering societies. In a statement describing 
the situation for the last three monthsAWalter 
V: Brown, manager of the federation's employ- 
ment service, which covers.the.entire country, 
said that ..a period of marked betterment had. 
set 
in. 
' 
• 


"The improvement indicates," "the statement 


said, -"that We are on an up 'curve, which is 
very definite and very progressive, but not 
sharp. It is not a heavy grade, but it is dis- 
tinctly encouraging." 


L. W. Wallace, executive secretary, of the 


federation, says that engineers look for im- 
proved., conditions generally and that they are 
active in seeking out the causes of business de- 
pression and in co-operation with other national 
agencies in finding a remedy. 


For the last three months, according to" the 


federation, the outlook has grown, more hope- 
ful. 
Increased employment opportunities pre- 


vail, rather uniformly in the major branches of 
engineering. Tbis outcome was | unexpected. 


Spring construction work,-.it ^as said, natur- 


ally widened the employment field for the civil 
engineers,' but the advantage which this class 
of engineers possesses -has been offset by the 
radio craze, which' has "aided very materially 
the mechanical engineers^ind the'.electrical en- 
gineers, and, according to the' engineering fed- 
eration's records, in about the sam« propor- 
tion. 


The federation's unemployment service, in 


the conduct of which the big so-called founder 
societies share, has placed 870 men in engineer- 
ing positions 
since January 1. 
At present 


from ten to fifteen professional engineers a 
day are finding places. Most of these are uni- 
versity and technical school graduates. 


The fact that more engineers are returning 


to active work, it was pointed out, indicates- 
that large numbers of men in subordinate po- 
sitions'are also necessarily _ obtaining work .in 
the engineering and allied fields. . 


The tremendous demand for radio apparatus 


is. extending the ability of. the manufacturers 
to .turn it out, it is,said, and is likely' to exer- 
cise a growing influence tlpon unemployment' 
conditions.
